The “Home” of the Society is located on Lake Street 
and Fourteenth Avenue, and may be visited any day except 
Sunday. 


Parents and friends can visit the children on the first 
Saturday and the third Sunday in the month from 2 to 
Gr Pe A. 


The nucleus of a library has been formed. It is the 
desire of the Board of Managers to increase the number 
of volumes, and the ladies hope friends of the Institution 
will aid by sending to the Home old or new books suitable 
for the children. 


The attention of our friends is called to the generous 
offer of Wells Fargo & Co. to forward to the Nursery, 
free of charge, packages not exceeding fifty pounds in 
weight. 


Thirty-five dollars will purchase and equip a bed; ten 
dollars will maintain it for one year; or one hundred dol- 
lars will permanently care for it. 
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President's Report 


To the Managers and Members of 
The San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


It is a pleasant duty to greet you as members of a 
Society that is verging upon its twenty-third year. None 
of the Charter Members are with us now, showing what 
Time does in its many changes. 

There seems very little necessity for a President’s 
report this year. The Secretary and Treasurer will tell 
you about the standing of the Home. By the Treasurer’s 
report, you will see what has been spent in repairs and 
improvements, with the money raised through our pencil 
sale. We want the friends who bought the pencils to 
know that we spent the money to the best of our ability, 
with care and judgment. The Treasurer will also tell 
you of the sinking fund which we have started. 

The object of this fund is to be able, in time, to make 
the Home self-supporting, through the interest from its 
investment, instead of giving benefits and selling pencils. 
We hope that the fund will swell so fast that the time 
will come, soon, when we shall not have to call upon the 
public for financial aid. 

The health of our children has been remarkable this 
year, especially as we have cared for more under the age 
of three years than ever before. At one time there were 
as many as twenty-eight in the Nursery Department. 

We are very fortunate in still having Mrs.Hubbert. 
I fear she is giving too much of her strength to the Nur- 
sery and may break, but I sincerely hope not, for it would 
be a calamity indeed. 

I wish to thank Dr. Manning for his time and atten- 
tion this past year. We know he is a very busy man, but 
he can always find time for the children. Having so lit- 
tle sickness, we do not need to call upon our consulting 
physicians, but they stand ever ready to give their assist- 
ance. 





Too much praise cannot be given the young ladies of 
the Auxiliary. Their Christmas Tree and festivities were 
especially beautiful this year and the children had such 
a happy time. Their report will tell what they have spent 
for the dining room and also other necessities they have 
thoughtfully met. 

We have added a dental department, fully equipped, 
of which we are very proud, and now the children do not 
need to leave the Home in order to have their teeth at- 
tended to. 

I wish to thank the Mizpah Charity Club for their 
generous and completely new outfit for the Mizpah bed. 

I should like to mention a new friend, Mr. John 
Keith, who has shown his good-will towards the Nursery 
by giving us six hundred dollars,—first one hundred in 
April last and five hundred as a Christmas gift. The lat- 
ter came just when our funds were so low, we expected 
to have to borrow to carry us through the year. We 
thank him again and again. 

It would take too many pages to thank all who have 
been kind to the Nursery in the year of 1911, but I hope 
when they read this report they will understand we include 
each and every one in our thanks. 

During the past year one of our most helpful mem- 
bers, Miss Adalaide Pollock, was taken from us. Through 
her death the Nursery has sustained a great loss. 

I have frequently urged the necessity of obtaining 
more subscribers—let me impress this upon you until you 
feel it a duty you owe the Nursery. 

In closing, it is my happy privilege to thank the Board, 
and the Officers for their loyal support.

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Physician's Report 


Officers and Members of the San Francisco 
Nursery for Homeless Children. 
LADIES: 

The passing of the twentieth milestone is an event of 
interest to any family or home, and when I remind you 
that it was twenty years ago since I first became a mem- 
ber of your family and the physician for this home, 
it surely means much to me. There is a pride in 
the feeling that I have been considered worthy to 
serve you for that length of time; there is a 
pleasure in that I have watched the growth and _ suc- 
cess of the institution; there is a satisfaction in the re- 
sults that have been accomplished. Not that all has been 
arrived at that we wish, for that would imply perfection 
itself, but as we have watched you grow, and grown with 
you, from a little place near First and Bryant Streets, to 
a larger residence on Second and Harrison Streets, then 
after a few years to a still more commodious building on 
Twelfth and Mission Streets, and finally to this handsome 
new building, we could not help but become interested in 
the work, and even more so as we see our infants and 
children grow up to manhood and womanhood, living 
monuments to the care and attention that we have given 
them. 

And the past year has not differed greatly from other 
years, or at least from the past few years that we have 
been in our new quarters, for we must acknowledge that 
with the fresh air and healthy surroundings, the children 
have been vastly improved. The usual diseases of children 
are to be expected, and, of course, have been present, but 
we should be aware that in comparison with other sim- 
ilar institutions the number of the same are vastly less. 
When we say children’s diseases, I even imply contagious 
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diseases, for our records show that we have far less than 
other homes, although our children are attending public 
school and other gatherings where infection is easily con- 
veyed. A severe epidemic of measles did exist in the 
spring, and for six weeks we had a trained nurse devot- 
ing her constant attention to the infirmary and its measle 
cases. No deaths followed, although several were seri- 
ously affected, and lung complications existed. 

Over 370 prescriptions have been made; my assistant 
or myself having visited the nursery 78 times, often 
daily. 

Some minor accidents have occurred, but only one 
serious—that, a broken arm, which has turned out satis- 
factorily in every way. 

One death, I am sorry to say, has taken place, in an 
infant who had not been in good health for some little 
time. 

My assistant, Dr. J. B. Blackshaw, has been a most 
important aid to me in every way, and I accord him the 
greater part of the thanks which you have bestowed upon 
me. Dr. By i Passett and Dr Kk. C. Ryan have at 
different times been of service to the Nursery in emer- 
gencies when I could not be located, and I am grateful 
to them. The matron always gives me all the assistance 
in her power, and I naturally depend greatly upon her, 
and my thanks are bestowed upon her during the year 
rather than at this time. 

With the President and all the managers their wish is 
my wish, and I am only too willing to consult with you 
and grant your requests. 

Consequently, at this time, I can say I appreciate all 
your endeavors, prize your good-will, promise to work 
with you in harmony, and aid you in every way to bring 
success upon your noble work.

There 
was an abundance of toys, candy, cake, ice cream, fruit and 
nuts, besides the Christmas Tree and old “Santa.” 
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The officers and members of the Auxiliary have 
brighter hopes for 1912, and realize that there is much 
left to do. We wish to extend our thanks to all our gener- 
ous friends who so kindly acknowledged our Christmas ap- 
peals.
